One  of  the  satisfactions  of  owning  a  custom-made  dress  is  the 
pleasure  of  having  it  fit  beautifully.  This  enjoyment  can  be  the 
reward  of  any  sewer  who  is  willing  to  take  pains  with  one  special 
step  in  the  construction  of  a  dress  —  comparing  the  pattern  with 
her  own  measurements,  and  adjusting  it  to  them.  “But  why  must  I 
make  alterations?”  one  is  apt  to  ask.  “My  bust  measures  32.  I 
bought  the  pattern  in  that  size.  Is  the  pattern  wrong?”  The  answer 
is  simple.  The  pattern  is  not  wrong  —  but  almost  every  figure  has 
some  measurements  that  deviate  from  standard  pattern  measure¬ 
ments.  All  pattern  sizes  must  conform  to  a  definite  standard;  other¬ 
wise  there  would  be  no  scale  on  which  to  base  selection.  Standards 
for  figure  sizes  are  set  up  by  the  Bureau  of  Standards  in  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.C.,  and  pattern  companies  accord  with  them  in  sizing  pat¬ 
terns.  Such  standards  are  compiled  from  an  average  of  figure 
measurements.  The  majority  of  individuals  vary  from  this  average 
in  one  or  more  ways.  For  example,  each  of  the  four  Singer  dress 
forms  above  has  the  same  bust  measurement  —  size  32.  Each  is 
the  figure  of  an  actual  customer  of  the  Singer  Sewing  Machine 
Company’s  Sewing  Centers.  Each  was  modeled  on  the  customer’s 
body  to  reproduce  her  own  measurements  and  to  show  her  height.’ 
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The  same  forms  measured  underneath  and  tabulated  in  the  chart  left, 
illustrate  the  way  individuals  with  the  same  bust  size  diverge  from 
a  standard  pattern  size.  Waist  measurements  of  the  figures  are 
nearly  three  inches  smaller  than  standard;  hips,  up  to  three  inches 
smaller.  However,  while  the  front  waist  of  a  standard  pattern  has  to 
be  shortened  three-quarters  of  an  inch  for  Figure  1,  it  has  to  be 
lengthened  an  inch  and  a  quarter  for  Figure  3.  All  four  figures  vary 
in  height.  For  proper  fit,  select  your  dress,  blouse  and  suit  patterns 
by  bust  measurement;  skirt  and  slacks  patterns  by  waist  measure¬ 
ment.  ( If  hips  are  extra  large,  choose  the  skirt  or  slacks  by  hip  size. 
It’s  easier  to  make  the  waistline  smaller  than  the  hips  larger.)  Re¬ 
member  that  while  the  waist  measurement  of  a  pattern  corresponds 
with  the  actual  waist  measurement,  there  is  a  dress  tolerance  or 
additional  fullness  of  about  four  and  a  half  inches  over  the  bust. 


If  you  like  your  clothes  to  fit  snugly,  you  may  prefer  to  use  a  pattern 
one  size  smaller  than  your  bust  measurement.  Decide  this  only 
after  working  with  a  pattern  purchased  by  actual  bust  measurement. 
Youthful  figures  seldom  require  more  than  minor  alterations,  and 
following  these  suggestions  will  reduce  them  to  a  minimum.  To 
check  a  new  pattern  for  necessary  alterations,  compare  it  with  your 
measurements  in  a  dress  that  fits  you  well.  Alterations  should  be 
made  in  the  pattern  before  the  material  is  cut.  Take  up  darts  and 
gathers;  then  placing  it  flat  on  a  table,  check  each  of  your  measure¬ 
ments  with  those  of  the  pattern,  measuring  from  seamline  to  seam¬ 
line.  Instructions  for  making  all  types  of  individual  alterations  may 
be  found  in  the  Simplicity  Sewing  Hook.  For  information  on  how 
to  choose  your  correct  size  in  foundations  see  page  82.  For  hints  on 
selecting  hosiery,  correctly  proportioned  to  your  leg  see  page  91.
